T here have been m any statem ents, accusatio ns, and m isin terp retatio n s in the p ast few 
years by who lly m isinfo rm ed perso ns th a t bo rder o n the m alicio us, and w ere detrim ental 
to the truckin g industry because o f develo pm ents and m isunderstandings, 
I am publish­ 
ing th is article w ith the tho ught th a t tho se who read it will in the future reco gnize false 
pro paganda and weigh it fo r w hat it’s w o rth. 


I starte d hauling ag ricultural co m m o dities fo r hire, in O range C o unty in 1915 w ith 
a team and wago n, having rem ained in the tran sp o rta tio n business fro m th a t date. 
I 
w as am o ng the first to intro duce trucks into the ‘field to w areho use’ o peratio n o f a g ri­ 
cultural co m m o dities. 
In Octo ber, 1930, w hat had fo rm erly been kno w n as G. M. H unto n 
H auling C o ntracto r, o fficially becam e the VALENCIA TRU CK COMPANY, no w o per­ 
atin g a fleet o f six (6 ) trucks and trailers. 
T his gro w th is due to the lo ng and co n tin ­ 
uo us business relatio ns w ith shippers o f O range Co unty, m any o f who m were am o ng the 
first to use m y service. 


The first disturbing facto r cam e in 1933 when the C alifo rnia L egislature passed a bill 
placing the 3% gro ss revenue tax o n all fo r-hire carriers, puttin g th a t industry under 
the jurisdictio n o f the S tate B o ard o f E qualizatio n. 
M any shippers w ere o f the o pin­ 
io n th a t th is tax wras im po sed w itho ut o ppo sitio n o n 
the p art o f the truckers. 
Ho wever, 
th is w as no t true*. 
Since the inceptio n o f the tax the m en o f the truckin g industry in 
the S tate o f C alifo rnia have co ntinuo usly spent large sum s o f m o ney in a n effo rt to de­ 
feat th is Bill. 


In 1935 a Bill w as passed by the C alifo rnia Legislature placing all fo r-h ire carriers 
under the jurisdictio n o f the C alifo rnia R ailro ad Co mmissio n, a rate m aking bo dy w hich 
has jurisdictio n o ver all public utilities in th is state. My principal o bjectio n to th is reg u­ 
latio n is the fact th a t th is bo dy o f men is no t likely to familiarize itself w ith specific co n­ 
ditio ns thro ugho ut the en tire S tate. 
It is do ubtful if their experience and info rm atio n a t 
hand justifies th eir a tte m p t to set rates under the varied lo ading and unlo ading m etho ds 
and ro ad co nditio ns th a t m ust, o f necessity alter co sts. 


I have attended m any m eetings o f the C alifo rnia R ailro ad Co mmissio n, and given co n­ 
siderable tim e and study to o perating co sts fo r the pro tectio n o f shippers, the truckin g 
industry, and fo r m y o wn perso nal kno wledge. 


The A uto m o tive Co uncil o f O range Co unty, M embers o f the Farm B ureau Federatio n, 
m yself and o thers, have been successful in o ur attem p t to retain reaso nable tra n s p o rta ­ 
tio n rates p ertain in g to m o st o f the co m m o dities m o ved to and fro m O range Co unty, and 
so far there has been no regulatio n o n a large m ajo rity o f o ur agricultural co m m o dities 
fro m the field to the pr.cking ho use, w areho use o r facto ry. 


My tran sp o rtatio n charges a t the p resen t tim e, w ith but few exceptio ns, are no higher 
th an in 1932, and in m any cases lo w er th an they were prio r to th at time. 


A furth er develo pm ent cam e during the la tte r part o f 1936. with the o rganizing in 
O range C o unty o f the T eam sters' Unio n. 
R egardless o f their perso nal beliefs o r past po l­ 
icies, the m ajo rity o f truck o perato rs, as well as shippers, who were interested in pro m pt 
delivery, believed th a t m erchandise hauled by U nio n truck 
drivers wo uld be treated mo re 
favo rably a t the po int o f destinatio n than th a t o therw ise handled. 


I have no t been instrum ental in o rganizing any o rganizatio n except the A uto m o tive 
Co uncil o f O range Co unty, w hich I feel has do ne a great deal fo r the w elfare o f the 
trucking industry, the farm ers, and the shipping public o f Orange Co unty. 


In my o pinio n w hen any o rganizatio n, regardless o f w hat it is, falls under the co ntro l 
o f bigo ts, fanatics, o r radicals, then I do no t believe it sho uld be allo wed to exist. 
Ho wr- 
ever, I do believe in arty o rganizatio n th at functio ns in such a m anner that it is a gen­ 
eral benefit to its m em bers, as well as tho se w ith who m it has relatio ns, w hether it be 
fraternal, r e l ig io u s , co o perative, asso ciative, so cial, o r o ne o f crafts. 


T his statem en t is no t given in an apo lo getic vein, but in a sincere desire, to explain 
the true nature o f things and to clarify the m any pro blem s faced by the entire co m ­ 
m unity regarding tran sp o rtatio n .

O u r govern­ 
ment la estab 
lished on the 
principle that 
the ju dicial, the 
legislative and 
the execu tive 
departments of 
the government 
are coordinate. 
This means that 
e a c h of t he 
three d e pa r t ­ 
ments is essen­ 
tially indepen 
d e n t and su 
preme in its sphere. To destroy or 
limit the independence of either of 
the three departments is to destroy 
the very fou ndation of the American 
sy stem—is to destroy the Constitu 
tion. 
The written Constitu tion is the 
sou rce of all au thority exercised b y 
those in active charge of the govern­ 
ment. In order to safegu ard the 
sou rce of ail au thority in ou r govern­ 
ment against any sort of change in the 
natu re and pu rpose of the written 
Constitu tion, every pu b lic official is 
b ou nd b y oath to u phold and protect 
the Constitu tion against any su ch 
changes. 
The sanctity of the oath Is no mere 
form in ou r government. The fact that 
its violation is made a felony is con­ 
clu sive proof of its seriou s and fu nda­ 
mental natu re in government The 
Commandment against the violation 
of the sanctity of an oath—“Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain”—is the only Com­ 
mandment that carries with it a spe­ 
cific penalty for its violation. “The 
Lord will not hoid him gu iltless that 
taketh His name in vain.” 
Senator George of Georgia, and 
Senator Ty dings, of Mary land, for 
example, took the following oath 
when each b ecame a Senator: “1 do 
solemnly swear that 1 shall su pport 
the Constitu tion of the U nit.! States 
a g a in st 
all en emies, fo reig n a n d d o ­ 
mestic; that I will b ear tru e faith and 


allegiance to the same; that I take this 
ob ligation freely with o u t any men ta l 
reserva tio n o r p u rp o se o t 
evasion, 
and that 1 will well and faithfu lly 
discharge the du ties of the office on 
which 1 am ab ou t to enter.” The 
words of the oath -n the Constitu tion 
that the President is requ ired to re­ 
peat in taking the oath are as follows: 
“1 do solemnly swear that 1 will faith­ 
fu lly execu te the office of President 
of the United States, and will to the 
b est of my ab ility , preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitu tion of the 
United States.” 
The Constitu tion gives Congress 
au thority to increase the nu mb er of 
the ju stices of the Su preme Cou rt to 
meet the 
legitimate demands of 
changed conditions. Woodrow Wilson 
in his great lectu re on the Constitu ­ 
tion ob served that it w ou l# b e pos­ 
sib le for Congress to ab u se and per­ 
vert this power, and thereb y destroy 
the independence of the Ju dicial de­ 
partment and make it su b servient to 
the legislative department. This, of 
cou rse, wou ld practically destroy the 
Constitu tion. 
it is within the u ndou b ted constitu ­ 
tional power of Congress,” said Presi­ 
dent Wilson, “to overwhelm the oppo­ 
sition of the Su preme Cou rt u pon any 
qu estion b y increasing the nu mb er of 
ju stices, and refu sing to confirm any 
appointments to the new places who 
do not promise to change the opinions 
of the C ou rt” (He never dreamed of 
a President joining su ch a conspir­ 
acy .) “Bu t we do not think of su ch 
a violation." said Mr. Wilson, “of the 
spirit of the Constitu tion, simply b e­ 
cau se we share and contrib u te to that 
pu b lic opinion 
wh ich ma kes su ch 
o u tra g es u p o n co n stitu tio n a l mo ra lity 
imp o ssib le b y sta n d in g rea d y to cu rse 
th em." 
The President was displeased with 
the decisions of the Su preme C ou rt 
and u rged Congress to add six new 
ju stices to the Cou rt to b e appointed 
b y himself for the avowed pu rpose of 
having a cou rt that wou ld endorse 
his policies. 
Senator George opposed this “ou t­ 
rage on constitu tional morality .” The 
President wants to defeat him. 
The citizens of Georgia will reveal 
who they are and what they are b y 
their votes on this great moral jsnie.
